NEW YORK (U P !) - Labor loves 
W alter Mondale, Westerners favor 
Frank Church, John Glenn if the man in 
parts of Dixie 
but whoever Carter 
wants. Carter gets. 
From Alaska to Florida and New Mex­ 
ico to New York, a U PI survey of 
Democratic Convention delegates in­ 
dicated today the party’s grass roots 
leaders w ill happily make their bed with 
Jim m y Carter’s choice to run for vice 
president. 


The Hawaiian», armed with cases of 
island beer and juicy pineapples, came 
more than 5.000 miles to announce that 
whoever Jim m y likes, they like. 
“ The presidential nominee should 
make his own choice and I don’t think 
geography should be an issue one way or 
the other.” said state Democratic 
Chairman Minoru Hirabara. 


“ I ’d be glad to have any one of them,” 
said Georgia Gov. George Busbee, 
chairman of Carter’s homestate delega­ 
tion. after Carter announced Sunday he 
had narrowed the vice presidential field 
to seven men “ Carter is a winner.” 


“ I don’t have objections to any of the 
front runners,” said Lily-Roland Hall of 
Anderson. S.C. But she had “ a hunch it 
will be Glenn.” 
The six U.S. senators — Mondale of 
Minnesota. Church of Idaho, Glenn of 
Ohio. Henry Jackson of Washington 
state, Edmund Muskie of Maine and 
Adlai Stevenson H I of Illinois — and Rep. 
Peter Rodino of New Jersey all have 
scattered support at the convention 
But most of the 39 state delegations 
surveyed showed no concensus for any of 
the seven. 
Oregon. Idaho, Nevada, Utah. Wyom­ 
ing, Nebraska and Vermont lean strong­ 
ly toward Church, obviously because it 
would put a Westerner comfortably 
close to the seat of power.* 
Mondale drew backing from New 
York, Iowa and the labor-oriented state 
of Michigan. Labor delegates from other 
states also joined in support of Mondale 
— the most liberal of the seven and a 
strong labor ally on Capitol H ill — while 
voicing dislike for Glenn, who last year 
voted against a construction industry 
picketing bill.

Some of the hostages charged Amin 
had openly collaborated with the pro- 
Palestinian guerrillas after they forced 
the hijacked Air France jet to fly to 
Entebbe. 


“ But it’s his (Carter’s) choice, and we 
respect his right to make it,” conceded 
one labor leader. 
Carter has strong backing down South 
and many of the delegations are willing 
to go with his choice. U P I’s Tallahassee 
Bureau Chief, Barbara Frye, reported 
more than a dozen “ favorites” have 
cropped up among the state’s 81 
delegates, but the spirit of compromise 
also reigm among the palms. 
Glenn drew goodly support from the 
Ohio. Texas, Kentucky. Alabama and 
Mississippi detegations. But he also 
drew the charge of “ lightweight” from 
several sources. 
“ Whoever Carter picks, everybody in 
the delegation w ill go for,” said 
Maryland delegate Jack I. Bregman of 
Bethesda. “ But some of the people think 
Glenn is a lightweight and if the delega­ 
tion were going to split, it would be on 
Glenn.“ 
Muskie drew support from his 
home state of Maine and from next door 
neighbor Massachusetts. Illinois was 
solidly for Stevenson and he also got 
backing from New Hampshire. 
In the California delegation, currently 
committed to diehard presidential 
hopeful Jerry Brown, there was strong 
vice presidential support for Mack Los 
Angeles Mayor Tom Bradley 
“ I’m flattered,” said Bradley, “ but it 
is unlikely that I would be selected. He's 
looking for the Washington connection ”

“ We have been singularly unsuccessful 
in bringing in an industry that will give 
us the added employment we are 
seeking,” said Charles Carmichael, ex­ 
ecutive director of the Lompoc 
Economic Development Association 
Carmichael clarifies that statement by 
pointing out that the LED A “ has been 
very successful in helping and getting lit­ 
tle businesses started in Lompoc.” The 
success void has been in landing large in­ 
dustries which could themselves begin to 
alleviate the severe unemployment level 
in the Lompoc Valley. 
“ We have some _ real, good leads,” 
grimaced Carmichael, “ but we have had 
real good leads in the past. Whether or 
not they are going to pan out I just don’t 
know 
“ We are going to get some no's before 
we get some ye s,” continued Car­ 
michael, who has been the executive 
director for two years “ Bet after a 
large industry breaks the ice and gives 
us our first confirmation, we’ll get 
more,” 
But the city has already been waiting 
five years for that first “ yes.” Some 
members of City Council are now 
wondering If there it a better way to In­ 
vest the ¿0,000 they subsidize LEDA an­ 
nually 
But, it appears few, if any. are placing 
all of the Marne for the stagnated lack of 
success on LEDA. Lompoc is apparently 
just a hard city to sell. As Lompoc 
Mayor E.C. Stevens simply said, “ It is 
hard to attract industries to Lompoc.” 
The city itself is easy to sell, according 
to Carmichael. 
“ We have a quality of life here that is 
out of this world. We have good schools, 
a low crime rate, little congestion and a 
very dean environment ” 
But, industries considering future 
location in the Lompoc Valley face a 
multiplicity of hurdles, according to Car­ 
michael. 
The first major roadblock is the initial 
cost to develop as compared to com­ 
peting areas like Santa Marta. Industrial 
land costs are substantially higher in 
Lompoc than hi competing areas, ac­ 
cording to Carmichael. 
“ Land costs anywhere from $10,006 to 
$15,000 an acre,” Carmichael explained, 
“ and then we as a community tack on the 
price of curbs, gutters and utilities and 
the price jumps to $25,000 to $30,000 an 
acre just to develop.” 
Santa Maria can offer potential in­ 
vestors space In a developed industrial 
park for around $17,000 to $22,000 an 
acre, be said. Lompoc usually gets the 
short end of the stick. 
“ We are in direct competition with 
Santa Maria,” said the executive direc­ 
tor. “ Almost Invariably anybody that 
goes to Lompoc is going to go to Santa 
Maria ” 
There is also an acute shortage of 
available buildings suitable for in­ 
dustrial development, according to Car­ 
michael. 
The handicap was recently illustrated, 
he said, when he entertained a represen­ 
tative from a prospective firm who was 
interested in 20,000 square feet of office 
space. All that was available for con­ 
sideration by the firm, he said, was the 
two recently mothballed elementary 
schools and one other building in the city 
The representative was later shown a 
three-story building in a competing area 


with 20,000 square feet of office space on 
each floor, claimed Carmichael. 
Spear said the lack of available 
buildings is the crux of the problem 
“ We have had very interested in­ 
dustries in the past,” Spear said, but we 
have never had any facilities to show 
them. All we have ever been aMe to work 
with are estimates oi what could be 
done. 
“ We have interested land owners in 
town, but they say give me an occupant 
and I’U build the building The investor 
says give me a building and I ’ll move in. 
“ Our Mg push this year ii to come up 
with some firm offers of facilities for in­ 
terested industries.” said the LEDA 
president 
Carmichael said he has personally con­ 
tacted every land owner with Industrial 
land available in the area and that “ they 
are all willing to cooperate.” 
Along with the shortage of available in­ 
dustrial buildings comes higher rents, 
according to Carmichael. 
“ He (industry representative) may 
tike our quality of life and everything 
about our community, but when be looks 
into the cost for investing here, he is go­ 
ing to see that be is not going to be able 
to afford to lease it.” 
“ We’re trying to rent a fruit stand with 
no fruit on display,” pleaded the LEDA 
executive director. 
The situation it worsened by com­ 
paratively higher u tility rates — 
specifically electricity and sewage — in 
the city, according to Carmichael 
“ Waste water disposal in any great 
quantities is going to be prohibitive,” 
Carmichael said, citing an interested in­ 
dustry with a large dally need for waste 
water disposal which found sewage rates 
elsewhere at a fraction of the Lompoc 
rate. 


City Administrator Gene WaMers ex­ 
plained the reason for the sewage rates 
charged in Lompoc. 
“ The city has under construction a 
new plant that meets higher discharge 
requirements of the Environmental 
Protection Agency and the state Water 
Control Board. The new construction has 
required financing which has canted 
higher rates, but in so doing« *he city 
received one of the first grants in the 
program (a federal aid program) to 
buikl a new plant which should meet the 
area’s needs through the next century. 
“ We are in no different condition than 
any plant that would be discharging 
sewage that requires higher degree« of 
treatment,” Wahler added. "These coats 
cannot be put on residential users.” 
Wahler said the city had to finance 12.5 
per cent of the $15 million sewage 
project. He said a state grant paid 
another 12.5 per cent and federal grants 
paid the remaining 75 per cent. 
Carmichael said the absence of an in­ 
dustrial electrical rate in the city has 
also been a limiting factor. 
The city purchases electricity in bulk 
from Pacific Gas and Electric Co. and 
sells it at a profit to dty residents. 
“ The industrial rate is as cheap or 
cheaper than what the city pays,” Car­ 
michael said. “ The city has not seen fit 
to develop an industrial rate and for an 
industry with a large dally consumption 
of electricity, it would be a deterrent to 
settle within the city lim its.” 
“ For the type of industry we have been 
trying to attract,” WaMers said, “ the 
city’s rates have been competitive with 
PG AE’s.” 
“ When K comes to large users of 
electricity, there la a problem bee*use 
PG JcE’s rates at the higher end of the 
scale are less than what the dty pays.”

“ Though Mrs Nixon’s condition re­ 
mains serious she appears to be stabilis­ 
ing satisfactorily. She still is experienc­ 
ing some motor weakness in the left 
arm, left leg and left side of the face,” 
Dr. John Lungren said in a morning 
report 
“ However there has been some im­ 


provement in speech and her elevated 
blood pressure remains under control.” 


The Nixon fam ily physician said Mrs 
Nixon. 63, was seen Sunday by Dr. 
Stanley van den Noort, chairman of the 
department of neurology and dean of the 
University of California at Irvine college 
of medicine 


Lungren said van den Noort was in 
total agreement as to Mrs. Nixon’s 
diagnosis and treatment and also said 
she “ wili make a significant recovery 
but that it will take a period of three to 
four months barring any relapse or com­ 
plications ” 


NEW YORK (U P I) - The Democrats 
open their national convention tonight in 
a festive and harmonious mood that will 
reach a crescendo Wednesay with the 
nomination of Jim m y Carter, who 
emerged from Georgia politics to pull 
the#n together. 
In a situation rare for the party in re­ 
cent years, the only suspense at the start 
of the four-day conclave was Carter’s 
choice of a running mate from among 
seven members of Congress. “ So far as I 
know,” remaining on his list. 


He completed interviews with the 
finalists just hours befoe party Chairman 
Robert Strauss gavels to order the 37th 
Democratic National Convention at 8 
p.m. EDT in Madison Square Garden. 


The final two interviews were with 
Sens. Frank Church of Idaho, who 
beat Carter in four primaries, and Sen. 
Adlai Stevenson in of Illinois. Others on 
the list were Sens. John Glenn of Ohio, 
Henry Jackson of Washington, Walter 
Mondale of Minnesota, and Edmund S. 
Muskie of Maine, and Rep. Peter Rodino 
of New Jersey. 


“ There are maybe three that are at the 
top of my list,” Carter said prior to the 
90-minute session with Church. 


Afterward, at a joint news conference 
with the senator, the former Georgia 
governor gave no further clue at to the 
choice he will announce following the 
formality of his nomination Wednesday 
evening. 


Carter said of Church: “ I have great 
admiration for him. When he and I went 
on the campaign trail he often beat me.’ 


Carter also indicated that if elected, he 
would have a close, hard look at U.S. in­ 
telligence activities — a field in which 
Church became expert when his select 
Senate committee investigated abuses 
by the CIA and other agencies. 


“ I think that we need a good, compe­ 
tent intelligence network,” Carter said. 
Another of the vice presidential 
prospects. Mondale, arrived in New 
York today and said he would accept the 
second spot on the ticket if Carter offers 
it. He said he believes Carter would 
make the vice presidency a strong posi­ 
tion that he could serve in without hesita­ 
tion. 
Under questioning, Carter said there 
was “ no significance” to the order in 
which he has interviewed the vice 
presidential possibilities 


All would give the Carter ticket 
geographical balance and a link to the 
Washington political establishment that 
has never known him. Some would 
provide access to such party elements as 
liberals and organized labor where he is 
considered weakest 
Carter, who said Sunday he had 
changed his mind three or four times 
about his favorites, promises to observe 
tradition and withhold announcement of 
his decision until after he is nominated 
late Wednesday night The convention 


will ratify his choice Thursday afternoon 
during the final session. 
Additional delegate votes continued to 
shift into Carter’s column as the conven­ 
tion opening approached. By late Sunday 
night, a running U PI tabulation showed 
Carter had 1,952 votes - nearly two- 
thirds of the 3,008 convention total and 
far more than the 1,505 majority needed 
for nomination. 
Running second — as he did in most of 
the primaries — was Rep. Morris Udall 
of Arizona with less than 350 votes. Udall 
says his name probably w ill be placed in 
nomination to satisfy his supporters, but 
he likely will withdraw immediately or 
allow his votes to shift to Carter before 
the first ballot ends. 
There was a chance that Gov. Edmund 
Brown of California and Ellen McCor­ 
mack, the antiabortion candidate, also 
w ill have their names placed in nomina­ 
tion. but it was expected that Carter 
would be nominated by acclamation 
before the Wednesday night session is 
over. 
Before giving Carter the nomination — 
and their hopes for reclaiming the White 
House after a long decade of bitter party 
strife — the Democrats present for open­ 
ing night on prime time television 
tonight a pair of keynote speakers heavy 
with symbolism. 
They are Glenn, the Ohio senator who 
was the first astronaut to orbit earth, 
and Rep. Barbara Jordan. D-Tex., the 
first black woman elected to Congress 
from the South

The Local Agency Formation 
Commission (LAFCO), on ad­ 
vice of the county counsel’s of­ 
fice, will review at its regular 
monthly meeting Thursday (Ju ­ 
ly 15) the manner of its reap­ 
pointment May 28 of its public 
member and chairman, Tim 
Terry. 
Isla Vista Community Coun­ 
cil (IVCC) raised the issue soon 
after the May 28 session, that 
Terry’s reappointment to a 
four-year term might have been 
irregular, in that public input 
was lacking before the action 
was taken. 
T e rry. Santa Barb ara 
businessman, had been unable 
to attend the session in the 
County Administration Building 
in Santa Barbara. 
A staff spokesman said the 
matter was “ unfortunate,” in 


that to accommodate another 
commission member who could 
not be present at the regular 
meeting date of May 27, the ses­ 
sion was held on May 28 in­ 
stead. 
Terry’s term had ended at 
that time, and the item relating 
to expiration of his term came 
up as an after-agenda item, it 
was explained, due to a previous 
LAFCO session having been 
called off, causing some confu­ 
sion. Terry had shown he was 
amenable to being reappointed. 
Terry’s reappointment came 
as an Isla Vista Community 
Council member walked into 
the hearing room. The council 
later voted to request LAFCO 
to receive public input on the 
matter before finalizing it. 
Deputy County Counsel C. 
W illiam Altman ruled that 
since the May 28 meeting was 


not the normal meeting date, 
the reappointment of Terry un­ 
der such circumstances was not 
correct, due to the technicality 
involved. 
The agenda for the Thursday 
meeting to start at 2 p.m. in the 
supervisors’ hearing room of 
the county building leads off 
with discussion of commission 
policy on appointment of the 
public member. 
The consideration to be given 
involves the “ regularity” of the 
appointment, and “ if irregular, 
to appoint a public member.” 
It is not known whether the 
Isla Vista group plans to attack 
Terry’s record on the commis­ 
sion, or submit a nominee of its 
own. or whatever. 
Terry was one of the four 
com m issioners who voted 
against incorporation for Isla 
Vista earlier this year. ,

The Fire Fighters Union had 
vigorously protested the move 
to have county firemen in­ 
tegrated into the state setup.

lengthened, they said, and 
morale would drop. 
County authorities expressed 
disappointment the state had 
turned down the county in an 
11th hour decision after submit­ 
ting proposals to the county for 
such a takeover.

—Information given certain 
drug addicts on probation as to 
scheduling of urine tests to 
determine morphine presence, 
enabled them to produce “ clean 
tests." although they were still 
addicted. 
—Some officers of the unit 
“ have on occasions counseled 
their probationers not to 
cooperate with law en­ 
forcement.” 
—The unit has violated 
California Youth Authority in at 
least four instances, has had no 
new programs to aid rehabilita­ 
tion of probations as required 
by the CYA, and seems to have 
lacked control by the Probation 
Department.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Gov 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. of 
California refused today to 
w ithdraw his name from 
nomination as a presidential 
candidate, saying he would not 
“walk away” from his Demo­ 
cratic National Convention 
delegates. 
He said he would continue his 
challenge of Jimmy Carter un­ 
til the presidential nomination 
process is concluded. 
But Brown, who has all but 
conceded victory to Carter and 
said he will campaign for him 
in the fall, acknowledged the 
outcome is “rather inevitable.” 
So why is the 38-year-old 
Californian, who jumped late 
into the contest going ahead 
with all the preparations and 
ceremonies to have himself 
nominated when Carter has had 
the nomination all but locked up 
for weeks? 
“If you embark on a cam­ 
paign and people work very 
hard for you. just to walk away 
from them is not my idea of the 
Democratic Party as I know 
it.” he told reporters Sunday 
night as he stepped off an air­ 
liner from Los Angeles. 
“They’d like to be able to vote 
for me. That’s their right and 
their prerogative and I won’t do 
anything to stop them,” he ad­ 
ded, apparently ruling out the 
option of withdrawing his name 
from nomination.

Scientists still 
seek Viking site 


PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - 
Scientists seeking a safe 
landing site for Viking I are en­ 
couraged by photographs 
suggesting that part of the sur­ 
face of Mars is something like 
the moon. 
Jim Martin, project manager 
for the life-seeking mission, 
said Sunday new photographs of 
a potential landing spot west of 
previous sites showed many of 
the same characteristics as the 
moon — including craters, 
stream beds and ridges caused 
by volcanic activity. 
Martin said Viking is equip­ 
ped to land on a moon-like sur­ 
face and probably will settle 
down cm the western edge of the 
Northwest Territory if more 
photographs received today 
confirm the present data. 
A decision whether to land at 
the site will be made Wednes­ 
day, be said.

lash wide area

Tornadoes, 
hurricane-force 
winds and thunderstorm s 
lashed the N ortheast and 
Midwest Sunday. Five persons 
were killed by lightning and one 
died when a twister demolished 
her mobile home. 
At least 17 persons were in­ 
jured in the violent storms. 
The storms whipped across 
New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Indiana, Wisconsin, Massa­ 
chusetts, New Hampshire and 
Virginia. Six tornadoes dipped 
down, five in western Pennsyl­ 
vania and one in southeast Ohio. 
Shirley Lowmaster, 47, was 
killed at Big Run Borough in 
Jefferson County, Pennsyl­ 
vania, when winds ripped her 
trailer home as she watched 
television. Police said the vic­ 
tim was lifted 150 feet in the air 
and dropped in a neighbor’s 
yard. 
Another tornado severely 
damaged about 30 homes near 
Latrobe.

Heat wave eases but 
drought continues 


LONDON (UPI) - The heat 
wave eased a bit in Britain to­ 
day but most of Western 
Europe sweltered into the 
fourth week of a drought that 
has scorched crops, starved 
livestock and touched off forest 
fires across the continent. 
But despite the cooler tem­ 
peratures. Britain was also 
desperate for showers. 
“It does not look as if we are 
going to see very much rain,” a 
meteorological official said, 
although maximum tempera­ 
tures in Britain have now fallen 
close to 77 degrees, near nor­ 
mal for mid-summer. 
The mercury had risen to the 
90s during the Wimbledon ten­ 
nis matches in London more 
than a week ago. 
A stationary area of high 
pressure to the northeast of Bri­ 
tain has kept rain-bearing 
westerly depressions away, and 
England and Wales are ex­ 


periencing the driest 12-month 
period since 1727. during the 
rule of George II. 
A West German apple grower 
said the drought had destroyed 
70 per cent of his crop, 
dairymen said cows were giv­ 
ing 28 per cent less milk.

China won't go 
without a fight 


MONTREAL (UPI) - The Republic of 
China team retained its name, its flag 
and national anthem and got booted out 
of the Olympic Games. But it promised 
to fight back. 
Five days of non-stop talk ended Sun­ 
day when Lord Killanin, president of the 
International Olympic Committee, an­ 
nounced the nine-man Executive Board 
will recommend the exclusion of the 
Republic of China team when the Games 
open July 17. 
“This is an extremely unfortunate day 
in Olympic history," said Killanin after 
the Executive Board bowed to political 
pressure from the Canadian External Af­ 
fairs Department. 
A Taiwanse spokesman said the team 
is awaiting orders from Taipei, “but we 
expect to be told to challenge the Cana­ 
dian government’s decision to bar us 
entry into the country. 
“We cannot get in by air because no 
U.S. airline will permit us to buy tickets, 
but we can always hire automobiles. 
“We shall not return home without a 
fight. We shall fight to the bitter end." 
The Executive Board's decision has to 
be ratified at the 78th Congress session 
of the IOC. which begins its three-day 
meeting Tuesday. Never in the history of 
the Olympics, which were revived at 
Athens in 1898, has the membership 
voted down a recommendation from the 
Board. 
There are 78 voting members in the 
IOC. 
New members are elected by the 
membership and retain their seats for 
life. The current list includes four 
princes, a sultan, a grand duke, a rajah 
and a liberal assortment of European 
dukes, counts and lords. 
Philip 0* Krumm, the U.S. Olympic 
Committee president and one of three 
men representing the 136 National Olym­ 
pic Committee's on the IOC’s Tripartite 
Commission, however, holds out a glim­ 
mer of hope. 
“There still is the possibility the 
Republic of China could compete‘under 
protest’ os. as 'Taiwan* or as 'indepen­ 
dents 
the Olympic banner.”’ 
Krumm, while admitting he faced an 
almost hopeless task in his bid to 
mediate the dispute, said he would try to 
get the Taiwanese to reverse their stand. 
Dis missing the decision, a Taiwanese 
spokesman said, “We were taken by 
complete surprise. After the verbal sup­ 
port we had received from international 
sports leaders, we never believed the 
Executive would go against us. 
“We were so sure of victory, we did 
not make any contingency plans."

Miller in 
6-shot win 
at British 


SOUTHPORT. England (UPI) - John­ 
ny Miller, having paid his dues with a 
couple of near misses, is now a member 
of the select club of golfing greats to 
have won the British Open 
Miller arrived at the Royal Birkdale 
course saying that a third place last year 
and a second in the 1973 Open should 
silence any skeptics if he won the 105th 
classic. 
The 29-year-old Californian strolled to 
a six-shot victory Saturday with a 
record-breaking final round of 86 that 
left him with a total of 279. nine strokes 
under par 
Miller's winning margin was the most 
emphatic in the Open since Arnold 
Palmer crushed the field at Troon in 
1982. 
Starting the last round two strokes 
behind Spanish teen-ager Severiano 
Ballesteros. Miller took the lead at the 
sixth hole and beat off a challenge by 
Jade Nickiaus. who has a pair of British 
Open titles among his collection of 16 
major tournament victories 
The 36-year-old Nickiaus carded a 66 
for a 285 total which put him in a tie for 
second place with Ballesteros 
Miller abandoned his reputation tor 
flashy shots with a tough, conservative 
approach to the final round. The pres 
sure proved too m uch for the 
swashbuckling Ballesteros. 19, bidding to 
become the youngest champion since 
Britain’s Tom Morris took the title in 
1868 at the age of 18. 
Miller said, “I thought I could win with 
anything better than par. I know when 
my mind and body are in good shape and 
before we even started 1 had that 
wonderful feeling." 
Miller wrapped up the title with a 
spectacular eagle three on the 505-yard 
15th. despite a mishit off the tee with his 
1-iron that landed in the rough. He 
managed another 1-iron shot short of the 
green and chipped in a 7-iron from nearly 
40 yards out. 
I want to win more tournaments, not 
just m ajor ones,’1 M iller said. 
“ Everybody talks about how many 
majors Nickiaus and Bobby Jones have 
won — no one remembers what Sam 
Snead did He has well over 100 tourna­ 
ment victories." 
Other Americans fared weU in the 
Open this year Ray Floyd carded a two- 
under-par 70 in the last round to take 
fourth place at 286, two strokes ahead of 
Tom Kite and Hubie Green, the current 
leading money-winner on the U.S. cir­ 
cuit.

In her only speech of the day, 
the queen told Bostonians out­ 
side the Old Statehouse, “We 
have enjoyed tremendously 
joining with the people of 
America in the celebration of 
the Bicentenary. We are deeply 
gratified for the kindness with 
which we have been welcomed 
everywhere." 
She attended church services 
at the Old North Episcopal 
Church, from whose belfry two 


Cannery strike 


talks continue 


SAN FRANCISCQ (UPI) - 
Negotiators for the Teamsters 
Union and 28 canning firms met 
Sunday for several hours 
without reaching agreement on 
a new contract for some 60,000 
workers. 
But officials of the Teamsters 
California Council of Cannery 
and Food Processing Unions 
and California Processors, Inc., 
the negotiating unit for the can­ 
neries. agreed to return to the 
bargaining table today. 
The contract ran out June 30. 
but talks were extended with 
the agreement that either side 
could give a 24-hour notice to 
terminate 
Freddy Sanchez, president of 
the council, said Saturday that 
his union would reduce its 
money demand in an effort to 
avoid a strike. 
However. John Skalone, 
president of California Proces­ 
sors. said no such proposal was 
presented during the latest 
round of talks. 
“ Approximately 35 to 40 
proposals presented by the un­ 
ion have been responded to by 
the canners in a sincere at­ 
tempt to have them resolved," 
Skalone said. “Of these, the 
canners have agreed to 28. Of 
only eight presented by the can­ 
ners. the union has responded to 
two." 
The old contract expired June 
30. but its provisions were ex­ 
tended. pending the outcome of 
further negotiations 
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lanterns were hung April 18. 
1775. to warn of the approach of 
British troops by sea.

ROSEVILLE, Calif. (UPI) 
An explosive was set off at a 
Pacific Gas Si felectric Co. of­ 
fice late Sunday night. It was 
the secohd attack at Northern 
California utility sites in 24 
hours. 
A spokesman of the Placer 
County sheriff’s office said a 
witness claimed to have seen 
someone throw a stick of 
dynamite at the back door of 
the unoccupied office. There 
was no immediate damage es­ 
tim ate and police had no 
suspects. 
Earlier Sunday, a power line 
was shot down, causing a 
blackout for some 7.500 East 
Oakland. Calif., customers of 
the utility — target of several 
New World Liberation Front 
bomb attacks. 


Authorities said, however, 
that there have been no com­ 
muniques from the terrorist 
cadre claiming responsibility 
for the TSast Oakland Hills inci­ 
dent which occurred before 
dawn. 
A week ago the NWLF an­ 
nounced that it had set three 
time bombs at two PO&E sites 
and they were to explode within 
five days. The organization 
demanded that the utility 
provide free service for the 
poor, elderly and unemployed. 
No explosions were reported 


during the five days. 
FBI agents Saturday served a 
subpeona on Ande Lougher, 25, 
the NWLF courier who read the 
bomb communique to reporters 
on the steps of the PG&E 
headquarters oh July 5.

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Sources of E nergy — No. 6 of a series 


If the Middle East were in 
the Middle West, 
electricity would be cheaper. 


• Just five years ago we burned 
less than IV2 million barrels of oil a 
year to generate electricity. That 
accounted for less than four per­ 
cent of the power generated in 
our fossil-fueled power plants. 
Natural gas was used for fuel 96% 
of the time. The fuel oil burned 
then cost about $2.50 a barrel and 
most of it came from California 
fields. 
Times have changed. Today 
we’re using more oil than gas 
because we’re running low on gas 
supplies for this type of use. 
There isn’t enough gas to go 
around and we have had to cur­ 
tail use by our own power plants 
and by industrial customers to 
maintain supplies to homes and 
other high priority users. 
This year we expect to bum 
about 38 million barirels of fuel oil. 
That’s about 28 times the oil we 
burned back in 1971. And Cali­ 
fornia oil contains too much sulfur 
to be directly burned in our power 
plants under present clean-air 
regulations. There isn’t enough 
of it anyway. So we have to use 
foreign low sulfur oil from OPEC 
nations or “desulfurized” oil — 
which costs about $15 a barrel 
delivered. 
The estimated cost of oil to be 
burned this year is more than 
$500 million compared to less than 
$4 million just five years ago. 
That* the main reason your 
electric rates have gone up. 


Other sources 
of energy 


Oil and gas are two of the five 
sources of primary energy 
PG&E uses for generating elec­ 
tricity. The others are water 
power (hydroelectric), geothermal 
steam (from The Geysers) and 
nuclear fission. 
Northern California has one of 
the most extensive hydro sys­ 
tems in the nation. It produces 
relatively inexpensive electricity. 
But nearly all economical and 
acceptable hydro sites already 
have been developed. 
We have the nation* only geo­ 
thermal power development, 
largest in the world, and we are 
expanding it. However, we 
estimate it will supply only about 
10 percent of our needs by 1985. 
These limitations are reasons 
why our fifth primary source of 
energy — nuclear—is so impor­ 
tant, and why we, like other 
utility systems here and abroad, 


have turned to uranium as 
power plant fuel. When our two 
nuclear units at Diablo Canyon 
go into operation, they can pro­ 
duce electricity for about 40% less 
than new oil-fired plants, despite 
higher initial construction costs. 
Coal one day may be our sixth 
source of primary energy. We 
are in the process of acquiring 
reserves in Utah. 
Wind, solar, garbage, tides, 
ocean thermal differences, fusion 
and other developing technol­ 
ogies may someday help us 
supply your energy. Some may 
take years to prove out. Others 
may never become efficient or 
reliable enough to be competitive. 


But if and when they are ready, 
well be ready, too. In the mean­ 
time, we must meet your 
demands for electricity.

NEW YORK (UPII - The 
$1.18 million in federal funds 
for financing the Democratic 
National Convention this week 
is only the tip of the iceberg. It 
doesn’t count such things as 
paying for 10,000 chicken legs 
and wings. 
Also not included are the cost 
of the Secret Service guarding 
140,000 credentials, one tele­ 
phone for every three people at 
the convention, renting and 
refurbishing madison Square 
Garden and the New York City 
police force. 
When Congress decided the 
government would pay for the 
conventions, they set $31.18 
million as the legal limit for the 
party’s convention costs. But 
that only covers a fraction of 
the cost of putting on a national 
convention. 
New York City put up $3.8 
million to attract the conven­ 
tion. Most of the money was 
spent renting the Garden 
(almost $2 million) and turning 
it into a convention floor ($1.4 
million). 
The govenment gave the city 
$2.5 million for added police 
protection during the conven­ 
tion. 
The New Yok Telephone Co. 
installed a $7 million telephone 
system for the convention — 
one phone for every three 
delegates, reporters, VIPs and 
guests.

He surprised her with a 
$100,000 Rolls Royce — a deep 
blue color, to match her eyes, 
he said — equipped with several 
luxury extras and special 
license plates reading “BMS 1” 
for her new initials 
Sinatra,60, and his bride, 
dressed in a flowing beige 
gown, were married in a civil 
ceremony Sunday afternoon at 
the desert estate of Walter An- 
nenberg, farmer U.S. ambas­ 
sador to BriUin. 
The afternoon temperature 
rose to a sizzling 109, but the 
groom in a light tan suit and 
guests wore ties as requested 
on engraved invitations "to a 
party” sent out a few days 
earlier. 
The celebrity-filled guest list 
included former Vice President 
Spiro Agnew, who escorted 
Sinatra’s daughter Nancy, and 
former California Gov.

Very often we are very 
quick to blame county and city 
governments for our growing 
tax burdens when truthfully a 
strong finger should be pointed 
at our State legislature, our

the State government. 
Santa Barbara County Tax­ 
payers Association Inc., has 
done some pertinent research 
concerning this point. They 
state that $1.76 per $100 of as­ 
sessed value, or more than 50 
per cent of the proposed tax 
rate for the 1976-77 Santa Bar­ 
bara County general fund, is 
controlled by social programs 
of the state government. 
State mandated services 
cost the county of Santa Bar­ 
bara $16,343,000 out of a total 
cost of $42,779,000. Such ser­ 
vices are courts, welfare, 
Medi-Cal, hospitals, health 
and mental health. 


The governing body of Santa 
Barbara County, the board of 
supervisors, has no control 
over the levels of such service, 
or the costs, of the major state 
social programs. Their sole 
function is to approve the 
budgets anjl to levy the 
p ro p e rty thxes th a t the 
programs require.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Carter the conqueror 


NEW YORK - Beneath the surface 
harmony, as the Democrats assemble 
here to nominate Jimmy Carter, run con­ 
flicting currents of apprehension and 
hope. 
The apprehension arises from both the 
nature of the victory and the character 
of the man who won it. 
Jimmy 
Carter 
overwhelmed the 
Democratic party by 
bypassing, even oppos­ 
ing, its traditional bas­ 
tions. His campaign 
effort was directed by 
an old Annapolis clas­ 
smate here, a born- 
again church brother 
there and a local 
m averick or an 
enthusiastic kid over 
yonder. 
It was an effort that 
began in 1972 in the middle of his term as 
governor of Georgia. He gathered his 
tight little circle of adviers around him 
to discuss their next conquest. With an 
audacity that was breathtaking, they set 
their sights upon the White House. 
They pursued the presidency with a 
doggedness that sent Carter to Florida 63 
times before he entered the Democratic 
primary there. The strategy was to score 
a series of rapid, early victories and let 
the momentum carry them on to the 
nomination. Carter confidantes tell us 
that they concentrated their total effort 
on the first primaries, that they had no 
plans beyond the Pennsylvania primary. 
Carter conquered by indirection. After 
four years of ingratiating himself with 
the public, he remains a frustratingly 
elusive suitor to Democratic profes­ 
sionals and ideologists alike who require 
the familiar pledges of the flesh and 
spirit -- which he resists giving in full 
measure. 
When Carter waxes effusive, it is 
about the Holy Spirit, not the more 
traditional objects of Democratic 
veneration like economic planning, the 
evisceration of (HI companies and the 
redistribution of income. 
He has embraced his party’s predilec­ 
tions just enough to keep his primary op­ 
ponents from putting him in a box. The 
feeling persists that his heart isn’t in it 
and that a winnowing of Democratic 
shibboleths is ahead. 
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The Carter personality is also a cause 
of concern. He is aloof and inaccessible 
even to those who are given access. He 
has also acquired a palace guard before 
he has the palace. Even more disturbing 
to some, those who have his ear, speak 
with accents not of ivy but of magnolia. 
There is a disgruntlement, too, about a 
Carter mean streak beneath the surface 
amiability, a hardness beneath the 
engaging sincerity, a political purpose 
behind the Billy Graham sermonettes. 
One Democratic professional, who has 
come to know Carter, told us: “He’s 
tough as a warehouse rat." 
But there was a note of admiration in 
the old pro’s voice. For despite the am­ 
biguities and the remoteness. Carter also 
offers the Democrats a new hope. They 
see in him an unexpected leader possess­ 
ing political skills unseen since the great 
architect of Democratic supremacy, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, burst into 
American politics. 
Instead of mean and elusive, they see 
Carter as tough and prudent. They see a 
tactician who outplanned, out- 
maneuvered. out legged and outlasted 
successive waves of opponents, a 
strategist who won his victories in a way 
that made possible the unifying of the 
party and the creatign of an electoral 
coalition of historic significance. 
These hopefuls feel that Carter, by his 
aloofness from the old Democratic 
powers and panaceas, has given the 
party a needed facelift in the nick of 
time. Had the Democrats been caught in 
a traditional conservative vs. liberal 
contest, it is suggested, they figured to 
take a shellacking. 
But the advent of Carter has blurred 
the party’s vulnerability without sur- 
rending its basic goals, has held together 
the old constituencies while ushering in 
new ones. Reconciled southerners and 
evangelical Christians — groups which 
only yesterday were rather wary of the 
party of Hubert Humphrey and George 
McGovern — are attracted to Carter. 
To many. Carter's campaign as a 
Southerner who embraced the memory 
of Martin Luther King Jr., and Carter's 
crushing but gentle defeat of George 
Wallace in the South, constituted a 
political masterplay They believe it has. 
without sacrifice of party principles, 
saved the South for the Democratic 
party. 
There is another aspiration, half­ 
defined, floating around Madison Square 
Garden The nomination victory, won es­ 
sentially without obligation to the old 
power centers and special interest 
groups, opens up a chance for Carter to 
become a truly national leader, a no 
sayer to the predators and parasites, a 
spokesman for the unorganized and reti­ 
cent. 
There is a dawning hope among the 
convening Democrats that Jimmy 
Carter, by the direct link to the people he 
forged in 30 primaries, by his reaffirma­ 
tion of submerged but potent values, by 
defeating without estranging his oppo­ 
nents, by burying the old rancors and 
recreating his party as a truly national 
instrument, is laying the basis for the 
restoration of the moral authority of the 
American government. 
Those who know Carter say he is fully 
aware of his opportunity to revive the 
flagging faith in the American system, to 
end the national deadlock and to rescue 
the people from the mire of cynicism 
If he should be elected, he has told as­ 
sociates, he would go into the White 
House as a man of simplicity, a man who 
believes in God and isn’t afraid to say so 
He would try to bring trust and integrity 
back to the White House, he has said 
Maybe all this is just a Democratic 
pipe dream but maybe it isn’t. 


Senator Goldwater’s letter to the 
delegates to the Republican Convention 
requires analysis. It is set out with a kind 
of explicitness not routinely invoked by 
Senator Goldwater, as coming from the 
senior conservative elected official in 
the country. And it urges the Convention 
to name Gerald Ford as its nominee. 
Well, if he has to put 
it that way, I have 
been fighting the 
ideological wars as 
long as Senator 
Goldwater, in the 
same army, though in 
a different service (G- 
2) and I believe with 
all due respect for him 
that 
Senator 
Goldwater is dead 
wrong. This conclu­ 
sion is shared by many 
of my friends and 
colleagues. 
1, Senator Goldwater says that Presi­ 
dent Ford is “turning this country back 
in the right direction.” And should be en­ 
couraged to continue to do so. The im­ 
plicit premise of the statement is that 
Mr. Ford will be elected if nominated, 
and that Reagan would not; moreover, 
that Ford would succeed, if elected, 
where Reagan would fail. 
Much too much is taken for granted 
here. In the first place, the polls show 
that both Ford and Reagan would loee. 
Perhaps the polls are as wrong as they 
were when they said that Truman would 
lose. But perfectly cool heads analyzing 
the ideological demographics of the 
country, come to the conclusion that 
Reagan would do better against Carter 
than Ford; and that where he would not 
do better than Ford is in those states in 
which Carter has so heavy an edge as to 
make Ford’s advantage over Reagan 
meaningless. 
Moreover, Senator Goldwater says 
that Mr. Ford’s experience in 
Washington equipped him to deal with “a 
Democratic Congress which has done 
more damage to the American concept 
of government and free enterprise than 
any other in my memory.*’ 
There is a contradiction here If it is 
the worst Congress in the memory of 
Senator Goldwater, then he must fact 
the coincidence that the worst Congress 
in history carried on under the 
Presidency of Gerald Ford. Gerald Ford 
has done a lot of vetoing, and some of his 
vetoes have stuck, others have not. What 
reason is there to think that his vetoes 
would be more effective than Reagan’s? 
And what reason is there to think that 
Reagan might not bring in a better 
Congress than Ford, if Reagan were 
elected, which is at least as probable as 
that Gerald Ford would be? 
2. The foreign policy of the Nixon-Ford 
Administration has not succeeded in its 
stated aims When Senator Goldwater 
declares that Ford and Reagan are both 


conservatives he is correct. He is not 
correct in suggesting that therefore, 
there would be insignificant differences 
in foreign policy if Reagan were elected 
Mr. Reagan’s concern for the physical 
security of this country is more 
pronounced than Mr. Ford’s. His 
penetration of the failure of detente 
sharply contrasts with Mr. Ford’s linger­ 
ing attachment to it. In the past, no one 
has expressed greater concern than 
Senator Goldwater over our 


deteriorating military situation. Presi­ 
dent Reagan would do what he could to 
reverse the trend. 
3. The Republican Party is in pretty 
awful shape — a handful of Governors, a 
third of Congress, 20 per cent of the 
registered voters. If ever a Party needed 
rebirth, it is this Party, and this isn’t go­ 
ing to happen under Gerald Ford. If it 
were, there’d be signs of it after two 
years of his Presidency. Where are those 
signs? 


Perhaps it would not happen under 
Reagan. But Reagan has the capacity to 
stir. His absence from Washington over 
the yean gives him the radical perspec- 
tive needed to look at the monster we 
have created with a freshness that does 
not come so easily to someone who has 
spent all his life in government Perhaps 
this is the year of Carter; but it is almost 
certainly not the year of Ford. And if 
idealism is not dead, at Kansas City they 
will go for Reagan.

Sample contract 


We were extremely interested in an ar­ 
ticle that appeared last week in the Cal- 
Tax News, the publication of the Califor­ 
nia Taxpayers’ Association. As we are 
all aware, union elections and contract 
negotiations have begun under the new 
teacher employer-employe bargaining 
law. 
Cal-Tax 
News 
reports that the 
California Teachers’ 
Association (CTA) has 
developed a sample 
agreement for its un­ 
ion negotiators to use 
as a starting point in 
bargaining sessions. 
The most interesting 
aspect of the contract 
is that it stresses in­ 
creases in benefits 
rather than salaries 
and tries to enlarge 
the scope of bargaining by expanding 
definitions. The contract is also con­ 
cerned with maintaining and increasing 
CTA’s rights with school districts 
The largest section of the sample 
agreement covers teacher’s leaves, a 
benefit. Basically, the contract extends 
the amount and use of leaves and 
decreases the school district's ability to 
deny leave. 
Summarized are the various kinds of 
leaves proposed in the contract. For ex­ 
ample. paid leaves would be as follows: 
three days for religious; 20days for sick; 
10 days for maternity; five days for 
bereavement; one year for health; un­ 
limited for jury duty; three days for in- 
service; six days for personal and five 
days for association (CTA) represen­ 
tatives. Unpaid leave would include four 
weeks for child-rearing, indefinite for in­ 
dustrial accident and illness; one year 
for study and indefinite if one is elected 
to Congress. 
The sample contract also extends 
retirement benefit credits allowed while 
on leave and gurantees that a returning 
teacher will be given the same position 
held before leaving. A returning teacher 
will receive credits for annual salary in- 


crement increases provided during the 
leave. 
The sample contract also requires all 
teachers to be a member of the associa­ 
tion and pay dues. It also makes the 
school district a membership recruiter 
for the association by requiring that all 
new teachers attend an association 
orientation workshop two days before 
the first day of school and receive pay 
for attendance. 
Cal-Tax News says tLat the CTA sam­ 
ple agreement reflects increased 
“concern for what negotiators call non­ 
economic issues.” 
“The issues, however, often contain 
long-range tax consequences that should 
be fully understood by the school boards 
and the public.” Cal-Tax News con­ 
cludes.
